NEW STATE TAX PROPOSALS 


Protests against the proposed all-time high 


state budget and the new tax proposals as 
submitted to the Legislature, are being 
voiced all over the county, both by individ- 
uals and organizations. The proposed 1939- 
40 state budget of $411,700,000 exceeds the 
total annual appropriations made by any 
Legislature in the history of the state. 


In order to raise this money three new 


taxes are proposed. A state tax on real 
estate, calling for a tax of $1 per $1,000 of 
assessed valuation, is estimated to raise $26,- 
000,000. This proposed levy means another 
tax pyramided on home-o\vncrs and prop- 
erty-owners 


A two-tenths of one per cent levy on the 


gross 'turnover'1 of all business, including 
professional services, above $10,000 annually, 
is expected 1o yield ."-iSO.OOO.OOO. This tax it 
appeal's is a hidden tax or modified sales 
tax and will have to be paid by the con- 
sumer. 
Indirect or hidden taxes strike a 


severe blow at the low-income families, who 
spend practically all their income for living 
necessities. 


The proposed increase in the state tax on 


liquor from $1 to 51.50 per gallon, estimated 
to raise $8,000,000 has not been generally de- 
nounced in the first reactions to the imposi- 
tion of new taxes. Increased cost of liquor 
may divert the lawful liquor traffic again to 
the illicit or bootlegging sources, with the 
resultant loss in tax revenue to the state. 


The critical storm raised over the budget 


and new taxes would indicate people are now 
beginning to realize that every tax and debt 
contracted at Albany lias to be collected or 
eventually met by 1he worker, the merchant 
and farmer in each local community. 


The essential services and aid of the state 


government must be performed but the un- 
necessary'expenditures must be cut to the 
bone. Either the cost of government will be 
cut or taxes will continue to rise or new 
taxes, levied. It is obvious that if we con- 
tinue to spend more than we take in, the tax 
revenue must be increased. In order to bring 
a halt to the rising cost of government, there 
must be'economy. And economy in govern- 
ment will result from trimming the unneces- 
sary expenses without increasing hunger and 
other suffering among the unfortunates. 


It will be well also for the lawmakers to 


consider the reduced incomes of the residents 
of the state and their ability to pay befois 
laying out their program of service.

Turn back now 25 years. In the spring of

The possible parallel is obvious. Italy now 


takes the place of Austria. If Mussolini's 
recent talk is taken at face value, he is in "a 
mood to create a new "incident" and precipi- 
tate war against France when the "Spanish 
incident" is cleaned up. France would prob- 
ably bear the first brunt of the war again, 
as in 1914. Britain again would be drawn in. 
After that, who knows? 


All this depends largely on the free powers 


foreseeing the danger and taking the means 
to prevent it. America should be able to help, 
by peaceful means, to avoid so great a 
tragedy. 


The threatened war may be prevented by 


strengthening France. That country needs 
modern war planes. There is no reason, legal 
or moral, why American factories should not 
sell France war planes in time of peace. If 
war started, it would be different.

Another problem that doctors 


and hospitals have to face is the 
proper care of babies born pre- 
maturely so that they may be kept 
alive. 
This renuires incubators, 


electrically heated, in which the 
babies are placed and also re- 
quires the constant attention 
o£ 


nurses trained in the care of pre- 
mature infants. Both hospitals in 
the city are thoroughly equipped 
for this purpose. Tho Bureau is 
supplied with incubators which 
may bo taken out and used for 
premature infants born at home, 
which is 01' special value In coun- 
try homes where transportation of 
the child to the hospital might be 
dangerous. 


Of 4U7 living births, occuring 


during the first year of the sur- 
vey, 110 mothers were given prc 
natal supervision by the Bureau 
nurses. 
Most of these were re- 


ferred by the welfare department, 
only eight cases being referred by 
private physicians. 
A little over 


one-half of the mothers first saw 
the physician before they were 
four months pregnant. All should 
have done so. The importance of 
pro natal supervision is noted by 
the fact that although 00 per cent 
of cases carried by the Bureau 
were among families 
either on 


relief or having the birre necessi- 
ties, still only one infant died in 
this group.

and if Germany seeks to. buy 
munitions in America, there is no 
law or regulation which could 
stop her. Individual companies 
and citizens might Impose a boy- 
cott on the sale of German sup- 
plies or the purchase of com- 
modities from Germany, but the 
president never intimated to any- 
body that any such plan was in 
his mind, and hence It can he 
safely assumed that, as long as 
there Is no congressional embargo 
against shipments to the totalitar- 
ian states, there will be no such, 
embargo imposed. The belief that 
Mr. Roosevelt, on his own respon- 
sibility, would endeavor either to 
boycott totalitarian states or that 
he would enter into any alliances 
with France or Britain is fantas- 
tic, but is nevertheless held by 
many persons who are politically 
opposed to the administration. It 
is significant that not a single 
person who has gone along with 
the president on domestic issue* 
has expressed such a fear of Mr. 
Roosevelt's policies or discerned 
any evidence of Improper motiva 
in his handling of the national 
defense problem. 


Mr. Roosevelt's position is ex- 


actly that of Mr. "Wilson's in 1914 
to 1916, when many elements 
'sympathetic with Germany sought 
to have congress place an embargo 
on arms to the allies. It is that 
the United States sells to all na- 
tions—but it so happens that, 
in time of war, the British fleet 
Commands the seas and hence 
can protect and convoy shipments, 
whereas the totalitarian 
states 


could hardly rely on America as 
an arsenal or a granary for war 
purposes.

Washington, Feb. 3 — Fifteen 


years ago today, Woodrow Wilson 
died as hundreds ot people knelt 
in prayer on the streets outside 
bis home. 


Twenty-two years ago today, the 


United States government severed 
diplomatic relations with Ger- 
many. 


These two anniversaries recall 


to mind the circumstances under 
which the United States entered 
the world war and the state of 
mind of Republicans at that time 
In the evolution of foreign policy 
by a Democratic president of the 
United States. 


The Republican viewpoint In 


1916 was that Mr. Wilson was 
not sufficiently vigorous in pro- 
tecting American rights—he had 
failed to go to war when the Lusi- 
tanla, «. British ship carrying 
American citizens, was sunk with- 
out warning by a German sub- 
marine. He had failed also to go to 
war with Mexico. The Republican 
position, as expressed by former 
President Theodore Roosevelt and 
Senator Henry Cabot Lodge and 
others, Tvas that Mr. Wilson did 
not bestir himself when Germany 
committed the crime of violating 
the neutrality of Belgium in 1914. 


Throughout the campaign of 


1916, the argument against Mr. 
AVilson implied that a more force- 
ful American foreign policy was 
needed, whereas the Democratic 
politicians pointed to "peace and 
prosperity" and boasted that Mr. 
Wilson had "kept us out of war." 
Never did any such boast come 
from the President himself. 


The effect on the German mili- 


tary staff mind was that 
the 


United States was against war and 
would not fight at any price, or 
that, if America did fight, her help 
would come too late, because un- 
restricted 
submarine 
warfare 


would destroy the British fleet, 
cut off the allied food supply and 
insure a German victory. 


Immediately after the 
1915 


elections, 
the 
Germans 
began 


planning their submarine attack 
and when, earl yin 1917, they 
sank ships flying the American 
flag, Mr. Wilson found it neces- 
sary to enforce his earlier warn- 
ing against 
such attacks. H« 


chose a course "short of war." He 
was denounced for this by a hand- 
ful of senators, but the regular 
Republican leaders stood with 
him. 
Later on, still believing 


that America could avoid war, he 
asked 
for 
permission to 
arm 


American merchantmen- so that 
they 
could 
defend 
themselves 


against sudden attack by subma- 
rines on the high MM. Authority 
to do this was denied him as a 
result of a filibuster In the Sen- 
ate, in •which what he termed "a 
small group of wilful men" pre- 
vented the majority from voting 


before the session ol Congress was 
automatically adjourned on March 
1. 


Germany's total disregard of 


American foreign policy and her 
belief that the United States was 
divided and would not back up Mr. 
Wilson actually brought on Amer- 
ican participation in the war. The 
contention so often made by so- 
called "liberals" in their books, 
that Mr. Wilson was actuated by 
a desire to protect American trade 
in war munitions, Is a libel which 
anybody who lived through the 
period of 1914 to 1917 and saw at 
first hand every day what was go- 
ing on, as did this correspondent, 
will be quick to refute. 


Mr. Wilson tried to keep Amer- 


ica out of war. His sincerity was 
questioned. 
He was assailed by 


those who had been adversely af- 
fected by his truly liberal domes- 
tie policies, and he was the object 
of attack also by a propaganda and 
political intrigue here set in mo- 
tion by the Berlin militarists. 


But there was one handicap 


which Mr. Wilson did not have 
when it was apparent that war 
was Inevitable. Republicans, led 
by Se.nator Henry Cabot Lodge of 
Massachusetts, cheered his de- 
cision to protect American rights. 
The vote In April, 1917, in both 
houses of 
Congress 
was 
over- 


whelmingly in favor of recogniz- 
ing that Germany had In fact be- 
gun a state of war against the 
United States by her submarine 
attacks against innocent American 
citizens travelling 
on American 


merchant ships. 


Today the Republicans have 


begun a direct attack on 'Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's foreign policy on 
the charge that he wants to d»G 
America into war. The first 
maneuver has been 'to Insist tbut . 
America sell airplanes to all ni- . 
tlons which can pay for them and .- 
that American sympathies should 
not be expressed on the 
side- of 


the democracies through mllltaty 
sales. This Is a dangerous view- 
point from the standpoint of prac- 
tical politics. 
For, while the 


American people do not want war, 
it -will not be easy for the Repub- 
licans to convince them that Mr. 
Roosevelt wants it either, anl 
that's the burden of their case tu 
date. The speech ot former Presi- 
dent Hoover Is a surprise, for it 
Indicates that he, too, hu fallen 
victim to the delusions ot partisan 
politics so evident here, nam«y 
that Mr. Roosevelt couldn't 
pM- , 


sibly be trying In the best way h« 
can command to convince' tno

One of the things America can 


thank old England for is its lik- 
ing for roast beef, the aiistocrat 
of meats. 


You can't go wrong, when your 


budget permits, if you serve a 
juicy lib roast. 


One of the best ways of getting 


a good roast is to patronize a re- 
liable butcher. There are certain 
tests you can apply in picking the 
cut of meat, but they're not con- 
clusive. 
Tender beef usually is 


well streaked -with clear, cream- 
colored fat, the flVsh is firm to the 
touch, smooth, fnie-giaincd 
and 


glossy. 


Freshly cut hctf is bright red. 


When it has been hung—exposed 
to the air—the meat darkens. 
.Many people who fancy them- 
selves as epicures spurn the fresh- 
ly cut beef. 
They say it's not 


worth eating until the meat is 
dark. 
AVith some it has to be 


rjuite daik, tco. 


A'ole the Weight 


Two or 
tin ee ribs will be 


enough to serve the average fam- 
ily, four or (he for a larger group. 
Sonic people like to serve a stand- 
ing roast—one that is cooked with 
the bones in it. But if the butcher 
removes the ribs jou get a rolled 
toast—the meat is tightly rolled 
and held together with coals or 
skewers. 


It is wise to note the weight of 


the roast when you buy it. That 
will help in the cooking. To bring 
out the tla\or of a standing roast, 
proceed this waj: 


Wipe the roast with a damp 


cloth, then rub it well with sail, 
pepper and flour. For a three-lib 
piece these are the proportions: 
A teaspoon of salt, half a teaspoon 
of pepper and two tablespoons of 
flour. Put the roast, fat hide up, on 
a rack that's raised a fiuaiter of 
an inch from the bottom of the 
roasting pan.

Turn the oven on hot (500 de- 


grees) for the lirst 20 minutes of 
cooking; that will sear it. Then 
lower the heat to 300 degrees and 
cook according to this bcale: 1G 
minutes a pound, if you like >our 
meat rare; 22 minutes a pound 
tor medium, and 
UO minutes a 


sound lor well done. 


\"ou should not cover the pan; 


the fat not only seasons the loast, 
but also keeps it moist while cook- 
ing. Baste the meat every Jitteen 
minutes or so with the drippings. 


A rolled roast is cooked in much 


the same way. But since it doesn't 
have quite so much fat you'd bet- 
ter put half a cup ot water in the 
roasting pan. And since the lolled 
roast is thicker than .a standing 
one, add the minutes to tho cook- 
ing time in each of the classifica- 
tions just given. 


When your roast is done, lift it 


off the pAn. Pour out of the pan 
all but four tablespoons of fat and 


then make your brown gravy 'n 
the pan in this manner: Sprinkle 
in four tablespoons of flour and 
mix well, add two cups of boiling 
water and a little salt and pepper 
and boil the mixture on lop of 
the sto\e, stirring it frequently. 


Yorkshire Pudding 


Bufore starting tho gravy, bo 


sure to remove from the pan any 
little burned particles of flour; 
they v,ould darken the gravy— 
might e\en give it a bitter taste. 
If the pau is too brown, it's better 
to make your gravy in a separate 
receptacle. 


If you like your beef the real 


English way. you'll servo jork- 
sbire pudding with it. Here's a 
good recipe: 


Mix a cup each of flour and 


milk, two eggs and a fourth of a 
teaspoon of salt. Pour to a thick- 
ness of one inch in a shallow pan 
sonorously greased with dripping 
liom roast. Bake twenty minutes 
m a moderate oven, basting three 
times with drippings. 
Cut into 


squares and arrange them around 
the roast on the serving platter. 


To take the guesswork out of 


loast cooking, use one of those 
special roast-meat thermometers. 
.Make an incision so that the bulb 
reaches the center of the roast 
and cook until it reads 140 de- 
grees for rare, 160/for medium 
and ISO for well done. 


However, with little practice 


you can do your beef to a'turn 
without a thermometer.

Old Bell, Steelyard Inn 


Links Town to the P»«t 


A link with the days when the 


quiet town of Woodbridge, England, 
was a busy center of shipping and 
sea-borne trade, the Old Bell and 
Steelyard is one of the f amoui inns 
ot Suffolk, says the Sunday Times, 
of London. 


Woodbridge ships set forth from 


the River Deben to join the English 
fleet that met the Invincible Ar- 
mada, and throughout the-Seven- 
teenth century there was a brisk 
traffic to the Continent, so that the 
people ol Ipswich complained of 
Woodbridge competition. 


It wa* during these busy times— 


probably about 1650-that the steel- 
yard, which is the chief feature ol 
the inn, was constructed. Steelyards 
were used lor -weighing wagonloads 
ol hay, corn and other produce, and 
their ust can be traced back to the 
Roman settlers in Britain. 


The steelyard at Woodbridie hafl 


not been in use for some years, 
when in 1897 it was taken down and 
»ent to London ior the Victorian Era 
exhibition. It was re-erected, and 
the lead poise weight of 112 pounds 
is preserved in the inn.
